When history is in the making, 
students begin to see its merit. By 
putting in a guest appearance, TA 
graduate Nathan Miller, a delegate 
to Virginia's General Assembly, 
broadened students’ political out- 
look. To understand the mechanics 
of the judiciary system, one govern- 
ment class staged a murder trial 
which delved into the gritty details 
of courtroom procedure. Another 
class was observed by a T.V. camera 
which recorded their normal be- 
havior for use by Madison College 
psychology classes. 

Discussions about Prohibition, 
the Great Depression, and war pro- 
duced a greater understanding of 
United States History. Individual 
studies gave the tenth grade World 
History classes a chance to inves- 
tigate ancient cultures. 

Current events played a major 
role in all history courses. Such 
words as ‘primary’, ‘China’, and 
‘busing’, became a part of class 
vocabulary. Government students 
learned to complete tax forms, be- 
cause tax computation continues to 
be an ever-occurring current event.

Freshly sharpened pencils were 
nearly always dull at the end of 
math class. Quadratic expressions, 
radicals, and polynomial equations 
filled pupils’ notebooks. Accord- 
ing to the instructors, however, 
the seemingly simple operations of 
addition, subtraction, multiplica- 
tion, and division often posed the 
biggest problems. 

This year, an advanced algebra 
| class was offered, taught by Mr. 
Riner. Four of the other classes 
of algebra and a class of intro- 
ductory analysis were taught by 
Mrs. Fleck, a new teacher. 

Algebra | students were taught 
basic proofs and the correct steps 
for solving equations. In geome- 
try, notebooks were filled with 
what seemed to be an endless num- 
ber of proofs. In  algebra-trig, 
conic sections were graphed and 
more complicated polynomials were 
solved. 

Seniors in introductory analy- 
sis were involved in understanding 
trig identities, functions, and 
logarithms. In advanced analysis, 
Mr. Riner taught concepts of dif- 
ferentiation and _ integration to 
his college-bound seniors.

New teachers brought new tech- 
niques and ideas to science class- 
rooms. General science students 
were immersed in learning elemen- 
tary laws and properties. Mr. Nor- 
ford, however, managed to insert a 
number of interesting tidbits into 
his daily lectures, and enthrall his 
students with demonstrations. 

DNA, cell structure, and photo- 
synthesis were topics frequently 
discussed in biology. A debate on 
evolution, and Mrs. Reinhartz’s 
mini-billboards in the halls adver- 
tising the relevance of science stim- 
ulated interest in the study of living 
organisms. 

College-bound seniors pursued 
individual studies in advanced 
biology. Some studied child psy- 
chology by observing students at 
Dayton Elementary School. Others 
compared blood samples and tested 
the effects of smoking on rats. 

To learn practical applications 
of vectors, physics students used 
surveying equipment and recorded 
information about metal pegs which 
they buried in the lawn. Another 
group deciphered the data to earn 
bonus points for finding the pegs. 
To supply information needed by 
the state, the class applied their 
knowledge to calculate the total 
square footage in the school.

Compensating for inexperience 
with constant hustle on the court, 
TA battled its way to second place 
berths in district and _ regional 
basketball play. With four return- 
ing lettermen, the bulk of the 
varsity squad was made up of Jju- 
niors from last year’s JV team.

Led by sophomores Jack Arbo- 
gast, Steve Reish, and Alan Knicely, 
the Knights blazed through the first 
twelve games without a loss. 

One of the most important games 
was the 50-44 defeat of Waynesboro.

In his first head coaching job, 
Coach Ray Heatwole, with the help 
of Ken Economou and Wayne Angle- 
berger, led the track team in one of 
its most successful seasons. In the 
regular season, the Knights were 
undefeated against Valley District 
opponents, losing only. to AAA 
powerhouse Handley. 

In the dual meet with Waynes- 
boro, rated one of the best teams 
in the district, TA defeated the 
Little Giants by more than twenty 
points. 

Outstanding performers included 
Mike Heatwole and Freddie Garst 
in the shot and discus. Leading 
runners included Doug Tumor in the 
hurdles, Greg Harper in the 100 
and 220 yard dash, and Dave Kiser 
in the distance races.

With five all-district players on 
the roster, and the entire infield 
returning from last year’s state 
championship team, Coach Jim Up- 
perman had every reason to be 
optimistic about the season. 

Of the sixteen regular season 
games, only two were lost. One 
defeat came at the hands of AAA 
state champion James Madison. 

Playing on a new home field at 
Clover Hill, the Knights started the 
season with an impressive 14-5 win 
over the Luray Bulldogs.
